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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  submit  herewith  their 
annual  report,  with  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  departments  of  town  service,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  30, 
1893. 

HIGHWAYS. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Town,  passed  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  the 
Selectmen  were  instructed  to  employ  a  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
who  should  hold  no  other  town  office.  In  accordance  with  this 
vote,  Joseph  Cummings  was,  on  April  24,  appointed  at  a  salary 
of  SI, 201  per  year.  (His  report  will  be  found  with  Highway 
Expenditures.) 

After  the  highways  had  been  repaired  and  were  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  for  the  summer  travel,  heavy  freshets  occurring  in  July 
caused  damages,  particularly  in  Wards  3  and  5,  which  made  nec¬ 
essary  and  additional  expenditure  of  over  $800.  In  consequence 
of  this  and  of  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  for  which  no  provision  was  made  by  the  Town,  the  appro¬ 
priation  for  repairs  which,  with  the  unexpended  balance  from  last 
year,  amounted  to  $9,517.51,  as  seen,  unavoidably  exceeded 
$769.47. 

The  cost  of  the  removal  of  snow,  including  new  snow-ploughs 
and  repairs,  has  been  $3,555.96,  being  $1,055.96  more  than  the 
sum  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  The  appropriation  for  repairs 
to  Hingham  and  Quincy  bridges  was  $1,000,  which  was  exceeded 
by  $20.  Action  is  now  pending  upon  two  petitions  for  new  streets 
and  one  for  widenings  and  relocation.  These  may  be  reported  to  the 
Town  for  their  acceptance  at  the  annual  meeting  as  follows,  viz., 
a  street  running  from  Sea  Street  to  Bridge  Street,  with  two  outlets 
on  the  latter  named  street,  —  estimated  cost  of  construction,  $350  ; 
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land  damage,  $110  ;  a  street  running  from  Pleasant  Street  south¬ 
westerly  to  Whitman’s  Pond,  —  estimated  cost  of  construction, 
$150;  land  damage,  $110;  for  the  widening  and  relocation  of 
Sea  Street,  —  cost  of  construction,  $300;  land  damage,  $1,000. 
A  hearing  has  been  given  on  a  petition  for  a  new  street  running 
from  Charles  Street  to  Broad  Street,  near  the  store  of  Mr.  John 
A.  Connell,  but  as  the  demands  of  some  of  the  land  owners  on 
the  proposed  route  appeared  to  the  Board  to  be  excessive,  it  was 
not  deemed  advisable  to  report  the  same  to  the  Town  for  accept¬ 
ance.  A  second  petition  covering  the  same  ground  as  the  above, 
but  with  some  additions,  was  received  late  in  the  season,  but  as 
there  was  uncertaint}T  regarding  the  ownership  of  some  of  the 
land  to  be  taken,  the  petition  was  referred  to  the  next  Board.  Of 
the  new  streets  alread}7  accepted  by  the  Town,  there  remain  to  be 
constructed  Tower  Avenue,  the  extension  of  Phillips  Street,  new 
street  off  Broad  Street,  and  parts  of  Summit  and  Chard  Streets 
and  King  Avenue.  The  County  Commissioners  have  laid  out  a  re¬ 
location  of  Bridge  Street,  and  an  appropriation  will  be  necessary 
for  working  a  portion  of  the  same. 

STREET  RAILWAY. 

The  Quincy  and  Boston  Street  Railway  Company  petitioned  for  an 
extension  of  the  time  to  June  27,  1894,  in  which  to  lay  the  tracks 
of  their  railway  from  a  point  at  the  junction  of  North  Street  and 
Commercial  Street,  to  Commercial  Square,  which,  after  a  public 
hearing,  was  granted,  upon  the  condition  that  the  compan}^  should 
commence  the  construction  of  the  same,  thirty  days  after  the  receipt 
of  notice  in  writing  from  the  Selectmen,  which  notice  may  be  given 
after  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  next. 

The  Rockland  and  Abington  Street  Railway  Company,  having 
completed  the  laying  of  their  tiacks  from  the  boundary  line  between 
Weymouth  and  Rockland,  petitioned  for  an  extension  of  their  loca¬ 
tion  to  the  boundary  line  between  We}Tmouth  and  Hingham,  which, 
after  a  public  hearing,  was  also  granted,  the  construction  to  be 
completed  on  or  before  Dec.  6,  1894. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  including  the  balance 
from  last  year  was  $2,260.23.  and  the  expenditures,  $2,035.85, 
leaving  the  balance,  $224.38.  The  expense  of  police  service  has 
been  considerably  increased  during  the  past  few  months,  on  account 
of  the  necessity  of  placing  extra  night  officers  in  different  locations 
throughout  the  town.  The  balance  unexpended  will  not  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  cover  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  the  financial  year. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  appropriation  for  this  account,  including  the  balance  from 
last  year,  was  $5,533.18,  and  the  expenditures  have  been  $5,151.80, 
leaving  the  balance,  $381.38,  to  cover  expenses  to  April  1,  1894. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

The  appropriation  for  this  account,  including  the  balance  from 
last  year,  was  $6,293.72,  amount  expended,  $4,941.84,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $1,351.88  to  cover  expenses  to  April  1,  1894. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  appropriation  for  this  account,  including  the  balance  from 
last  year,  was  $5,126.20,  of  which  there  has  been  expended 
$4,141.64,  leaving  the  balance,  $974.50,  which  amount  will  not 
piobably  cover  expenses  for  the  financial  year. 

TOWN  DEBT. 

Two  notes  amounting  to  $5,500  have  been  paid  during  the  year 
(not  including  notes  given  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  all  of  which 
have  been  paid),  leaving  the  amount  of  notes  against  the  Town  now 
outstanding  $79,592.  A  note  of  $5,500  will  be  due  March  10,, 
1894,  for  the  payment  of  which  provision  will  have  to  be  made. 
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SUITS  AT  LAW. 

No  trial  of  any  suit  against  the  Town  has  been  held  during  the 
year  embraced  in  this  report.  Of  the  three  suits  pending  at  the 
date  of  our  report  for  last  year,  those  of  David  J.  Pierce,  adminis¬ 
trator,  and  of  Henry  C.  Gardner,  of  Hingham,  are  still  pending, 
but  the  suit  of  Margaret  A.  Hyland  has  been  settled  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  to  her  of  the  sum  of  $250. 

The  claim  of  Martin  V.  B.  Joy  against  the  Town  for  compensa¬ 
tion  for  injuries  received  by  him  on  Pond  Street,  on  Jan.  28,  1893, 
has  been  settled  by  the  payment  of  $250. 

GUIDE  BOARDS. 

The  guide  boards  in  Wards  1,  2,  4,  and  5  have  been  painted  and 
relettered,  the  posts  have  also  been  painted,  and  all  throughout  the 
town  are  now  in  good  condition.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

STREETS. 


I  received  my  appointment  as  Superintendent  of  the  Streets  of 
Weymouth  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  April,  1893.  At  that  time, 
the  streets  were  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  but  being  about  one 
month  later  than  usual,  before  any  repairing  was  made  on  any  of 
the  streets,  it  soon  became  very  dr}r,  and  wherever  gravel  was 
carted,  it  remained  in  a  loose  condition  during  the  season,  much  of 
it  blowing  away. 

In  repairing  the  streets  throughout  the  town,  the  scarcity  of 
good  gravel  is  such,  that  much  of  it  has  to  be  carted  a  long  dis¬ 
tance,  at  a  great  expense  ;  and  in  addition  to  that,  in  some  of  the 
gravel  banks  there  are  so  many  stones,  the  expense  is  nearly  as 
much  in  removing  the  stone,  as  in  collecting  the  gravel. 

It  might,  perhaps,  be  well  for  the  Town  to  adopt  some  plan 
whereby  crushed  stone  might  be  used,  in  the  construction  of  some 
of  the  principal  streets  of  the  town,  especially  the  one  from  Quincy 
Point  Bridge  to  North  Weymouth  village,  from  the  Weymouth 
station  to  the  junction  of  the  Queen  Ann  and  New  Bedford  turn¬ 
pikes,  Broad  Street  to  East  Weymouth,  from  Columbian  Square  to 
the  South  Weymouth  station,  Union  and  Central  Streets  in  South 
Weymouth. 

Under  the  heavy  showers  of  the  18th  of  July,  1893,  the  washout 
in  Wards  3  and  5  were  such,  it  took  nearly  all  the  balance  of  the 
appropriation  remaining  on  hand,  to  repair  the  damage.  The 
other  wards  did  not  suffer  but  little  in  comparison,  but  since  that 
time  have  had  to  be  neglected  to  some  extent,  for  that  reason. 

I  would  recommend  a  small  appropriation  yearly,  for  the  purpose 
of  paving  the  gutters  of  some  of  the  steepest  and  worst  hills  through 
the  town.  In  that  manner  within  a  few  years,  these  expensive 
places  would  all  become  completely  paved.

When  the  number  of  miles  of  roads  throughout  the  town,  and 
the  bridges,  sidewalks,  and  railing,  which  the  Town  has  to  keep  in 
repair,  are  taken  into  account,  the  appropriation  for  them  would 
appear  to  be  rather  small,  especially  in  comparison  with  some 
other  towns. 

I  would  recommend  the  Town  to  procure  some  watering-carts  to 
be  used  in  a  dry  time  to  wet  the  new  gravel  when  placed  on  the 
different  roads.  It  would  then  tread  quickly,  and  not  waste  away, 
as  it  does  under  the  present  method,  during  the  whole  season. 

I  would  also  record  recommend  the  Court  running  easterly  from 
Middle  Street,  near  the  house  of  John  Carroll,  be  extended  to 
Lake  Street.

EEPOET  OF  COMMITTEE  FOE  THE  SUP- 
PEESSING  OF  THE  ILLEGAL  SALE  OF 
INTOXICATING  LIQUOES. 


The  Committee,  chosen  by  the  voters  of  the  town  at  its  last 
annual  meeting  to  suppress  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
organized  at  its  first  meeting  by  the  choice  of  Benj.  F.  Richards 
as  chairman,  and  Willard  J.  Dunbar  as  secretary.  The  Committee 
unanimously  agreed  to  procure  the  services  of  Messrs.  Andrew  J. 
Garey  and  George  W.  Fa\T  in  enforcing  the  law.  They  not  being 
officers  of  the  town,  the  Committee  requested  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  to  appoint  them  as  such,  that  they  might  be  able  to  serve  the 
necessary  warrants  in  prosecuting  those  engaged  in  the  illegal 
traffic.  This  request  was  refused  ;  the  Committee  then  requested 
that  Andrew  J.  Garey  be  appointed  as  an  officer.  At  a  hearing 
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before  the  Board,  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  appeared 
and  advocated  that  the  appointment  be  made,  but  this  request  was 
also  refused.  The  Committee  were  then  obliged  to  employ  an 
officer  already  appointed  to  serve  the  warrants,  and  special  officer 
Joseph  P.  Ford  was  employed,  who  performed  the  duty  until  he 
was  informed  byT  the  Board  that  his  authority  to  serve  the  warrants 
had  been  revoked.  The  Committee  then  employed  officer  B.  F. 
Richards,  who  is  a  regular  officer  of  the  town,  chosen  as  such  byr 
the  voters  of  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting,  and  whose  duties 
could  not  be  curtailed  ;  he  has  served  the  warrants  since  officer 
Ford  was  obliged  to  stop.  Although  the  Committee  has  labored 
under  great  disadvantages  during  the  year,  being  heavily  handi¬ 
capped  by  the  refusal  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  Capt. 
Garey  as  an  officer  of  the  town,  yret  they  feel  that,  despite  the 
obstacles  encountered,  much  has  been  accomplished  in  carrying 
out  the  wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  town.  For  the 
work  done  during  the  year  we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  agents 
employed  byT  the  Committee.

To  the  Town  Committee  for  the  Suppression  oe  the  Illegal 
Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors  : 

Gentlemen,  — In  making  our  report  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to 
sayT  something  in  regard  to  the  difficulties  with  which  we  have  had 
to  contend  while  in  the  discharge  of  oul  duties.  We  were  em¬ 
ployed  by  your  committee  to  serve  one  year,  from  April  1.  We 
waited  until  past  the  middle  of  April  for  our  appointments  as 
special  police  officers  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  then  re¬ 
ceived  notice  that  three  of  the  Board  had  decided  that  we  should 
not  receive  the  appointments.  We  then  secured  the  services  of 
police  officer  Joseph  P.  Ford  to  serve  our  warrants,  and  went  to 
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woi’k.  After  a  few  raids  had  been  made,  Officer  Ford  was  sum¬ 
moned  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  his  appointment  revoked. 
We  called  on  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  learn  the 
cause  of  this  action,  and  were  informed  it  was  on  account  of  his 
assisting  us,  and  that  the  Board  would  doubtless  revoke  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  any  police  officer  in  We}rmouth  should  he  attempt  to 
assist  us.  We  then  reported  to  your  committee  and  your  chair¬ 
man,  Constable  B.  F.  Richards,  took  hold  of  the  matter  with  us, 
and  since  that  time  has  served  all  warrants.  The  attitude  of  the 
Selectmen,  in  refusing  to  give  your  agents  police  appointments,  has 
shown  the  liquor  sellers  that  the  Selectmen  were  not  in  sympathy 
with  us,  and  has  vasth'  encouraged  them  to  continue  their  business.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE 

POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  submit  herewith  their  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1893,  together  with  the  Auditor’s 
appraisal  of  personal  property  at  the  Almshouse,  made  Jan.  1, 
1894. 

ALMSHOUSE. 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alexander  Cummings  still  continue  in  charge  of 
the  house  and  farm,  and  have  conducted  the  management  of  the 
same  in  a  manner  very  satisfactory  to  the  overseers  ;  their  salary 
was  increased  on  April  1,  to  S850  per  year.  The  number  of  in¬ 
mates,  including  boarders,  is  thirty-one,  being  somewhat  less  than 
the  average  for  the  year.  There  have  been  two  deaths  in  the 
house  during  the  }’ear :  viz.,  Nancy  Nash  and  Charles  Henr}7. 

The  cost  for  maintenance  has  been  $2.84-f-  per  week,  being  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  eleven  cents. 


ASSISTANCE  RENDERED  OUT  OF  ALMSHOUSE. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  the  calls  for  assistance 
out  of  the  house  weie  less  than  usual,  but  since  that  time  they 
have  increased,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  were  increasing  with 
the  probability  of  continuing  to ,  do  so  through  the  winter.  Pay¬ 
ments  to  cities  and  towns  for  aid  rendered  to  our  poor  have  been 
larger,  while  the  cost  of  supporting  our  insane  patients  has  been 
less  than  last  year. 

Drs.  W.  A.  Drake  and  E.  N.  Mayberry  are  still  serving  as  Town 
Physicians,  their  term  of  service  expiring  on  the  24th  of  January, 
but  it  is  probable  that  arrangements  will  be  made  with  them  to 
continue  through  the  coming  year. 

The  cost  for  the  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Town’s  poor  has 
been,  810,744.70,  and  there  has  been  paid  on  account  of  the  poor 
of  the  State,  cities,  and  towns  and  for  other  purposes,  the  sum  of 
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$2,097.47  making  tbe  total  expenditure  for  the  year  on  poor 
account,  $12,842.17.  The  appropriation  for  the  year,  including 
the  unexpended  balance  of  1892  of  $1,444.23,  was  $15,444.23, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $2,602.06  to  cover  expenses  of 
the  poor  department  to  April  1,  1894.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Statutes  and  for  the  gentlemen  appointed  by  you  to  constitute 
the  Board  of  Engineers  for  the  Fire  Department,  I  have  the 
honor  to  herewith  subrpit  ray  seventh  annual  report,  and  the  fif¬ 
teenth  of  the  present  organization  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1893. 

The  department  as  now  organized  is  under  control  of  five 
engineers,  as  follows:  F.  D.  Thayer,  Chief  of  Department,  W.  O. 
Collier,  clerk,  F.  M.  Drown,  N.  P.  Sprague,  and  Otis  Cushing. 

The  manual  force  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  men  has  main¬ 
tained  its  reputation  for  strict  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the 
service,  and  is  classified  as  follows :  Seven  hose  companies,  four 
ladder  companies,  and  one  chemical  company.  The  apparatus 
consists  of  three  hose  wagons,  two  hose  carriages,  two  hose  reels, 
four  ladder  trucks,  one  chemical  engine,  two  steam  fire  engines, 
9,500  feet  of  hose,  and  1,300  feet  of  ladders.  The  several  pieces 
of  apparatus  have  been  maintained  in  good  working  condition  with 
no  large  outlay  for  repairs,  and  should  be  credited  to  the  companies 
having  them  in  charge.  The  introduction  of  wagons  to  replace  the 
heavy  reels  I  trust  will  be  continued  to. all  other  stations. 

One  new  station  has  been  added  and  located  at  Weymouth 
heights  ;  much  needed  repairs  in  other  stations  are  recommended. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

This  branch  of  the  service  is  reported  by  the  Superintendent, 
H.  L.  Humphrey,  to  be  in  good  condition.  The  very  efficient  duty 
performed  and  the  reliability  of  the  service  warrant  the  highest 
commendation,  with  my  personal  acknowledgments.  Twenty- 
three  calls  have  been  sent  in  during  the  year,  giving  evidence  of 
its  reliability,  and  the  great  assistance  to  the  firemen  in  giving  the 
alarm  and  denoting  the  locality  of  the  fire.  As  the  alarm  is  in 
connection  with  the  high  service  at  the  pumping  station  the  supply 
of  water  for  the  department  has  fulfilled  the  demand  in  every  in¬ 
stance.  Several  additional  boxes  have  been  located,  and  the  sys¬ 
tem  will  undoubtedly  be  gradually  extended. 
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RECOMMENDATION. 

To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year, 
we  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  85,700  estimated  as 
follows :  — 

Salaries  of  firemen  and  stewards,  $2,200  ;  care  of  fires  and  sup¬ 
plies  to  engine  houses,  $1,600;  care,  supplies,  and  extension  of 
fire  alarm,  $700;  hose,  $500;  chemical  extinguishers  for  fires 
in  the  interior  of  buildings  which  would  save  much  damage  by 
water,  $300  ;  for  sheathing  and  general  repairs  to  engine  houses, 
$400;  with  care  of  apparatus  valued  at  $13,000;  fire  alarm, 
$3,000,  and  buildings  at  $13,000.  This  request  seems  to  be 
reasonable  and  one  in  which  the  Town  should  have  no  hesitation  in 
granting. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  have  worked  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
department  and  have  made  some  improvements.  In  behalf  of  the 
Board  I  wish  to  express  their  entire  satisfaction  for  the  prompt  and 
thorough  manner  in  which  all  of  the  department  work  has  been 
conducted  during  the  past  year.  We  also  express  our  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  kind  words  which  have  been  spoken  by  many  of  our 
citizens  and  the  expressions  of  their  approval.

REPORT  01'  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

TUFTS  LIBRARY. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  respectfully  submit  their  fifteenth  annual 
report  as  follows  :  — 

During  the  year  1893,  the  library  was  open  for  the  delivery  of 
books  three  hundred  and  three  days. 

The  number  of  volumes  delivered  for  home  use  was,  57,856,  an 
average  of  191  volumes  per  day.  The  largest  number  of  loans  in 
one  day  was  497  volumes,  on  Feb.  23,  and  the  smallest  number, 
28  volumes  on  Feb.  20.  31,499  volumes  were  delivered  to  persons 

coming  to  the  library,  and  26,357  through  the  several  agencies,  as 


follows  :  — 

Precinct  1.  Bartlett’s  store  ......  4,507 

Precincts  2  and  6.  Salisbury’s  store  ....  8,336 

Precincts  2  and  6.  Bates  &  Humphrey’s  store  .  .  2,560

Precinct  5.  Foster’s  store  ......  5,936 


The  teachers  have  borrowed  2,618  volumes  on  their  special 
cards. 

The  classification  of  the  whole  circulation  is  as  follows :  — 

Arts,  two  per  cent ;  biography,  two  and  one  half  per  cent ;  fic¬ 
tion,  including  juveniles,  seventy-two  per  cent ;  history,  three  and 
one  half  per  cent ;  literature,  three  per  cent ;  natural  science,  two 
per  cent ;  poetry,  one  and  one  half  per  cent ;  social  science,  one 
per  cent ;  theology,  four  tenths  of  one  per  cent ;  travels,  six  per 
cent ;  periodicals,  six  and  one  tenth  per  cent. 

The  number  of  borrowers’  cards  to  date  is  7,025,  of  which  349 
were  issued  during  the  last  year. 

The  library  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by  the  addition 
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of  875  volumes,  making  the  highest  accession  number  15,381.  69 

volumes  have  been  discarded  as  being  too  much  worn  for  further 
circulation.  As  57  volumes  replaced  worn  out  copies,  the  net  gain 
is  818  volumes. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  library  was  made,  as  usual,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year,  and  the  whole  number  of  books  was 
found  to  be  properly  accounted  for,  one  having  been  lost  by  the 
borrower,  and  the  price  paid. 

Some  of  the  more  important  books  added  since  the  last  report 
are  Cameron’s  World’s  Fair,  Elliott’s  Art  and  Handicraft  in  the 
Woman’s  Building;  Appleton’s  Annual  Cyclopaedia,  1892;  the 
International  Dictionary ;  Robinson’s  Atlas  of  Norfolk  County  ; 
Lippincott’s  Gazetteer  of  the  World,  new  edition ;  Duruy’s 
Histoire  de  France ;  Green’s  Short  History  of  the  English  People 
(beautifully  illustrated)  ;  History  of  Hingkam  ;  Lanciani’s  Rome  ; 
Oliphant’s  Victorian  Age  of  English  Literature,  and  Makers  of 
Venice ;  the  biographies  of  Booth,  of  Alcott,  of  Ruskin,  of  Jenny 
Lind  Goldschmidt,  and  Pierce’s  Life  of  Sumner,  vols.  3  and  4;  the 
Letters  of  Graj%  of  Lowell,  and  of  Scott ;  the  Men  of  Achieve¬ 
ment  series,  4  vols.  ;  Index  to  General  Literature ;  second  supple¬ 
ment  to  Poole’s  Index  ;  Slingo  and  Brooker’s  Electrical  Engineering  ; 
Ball’s  Atlas  of  Astronomy;  Daniell’s  Physics;  Proctor’s  Old  and 
New  Astronomy;  Remsen’s  Inorganic  Chemistry ;  Colange’s 
American  Cj'clopaedia  of  Commerce,  etc.  ;  Baedeker’s  United 
States  ;  Manning’s  Egypt  (illustrated)  ;  Nansen’s  Eskimo  Life  ; 
Urwick’s  India. 

The  following  is  the  classification  of  the  books  purchased  during 
the  year :  — 

Arts,  seven  per  cent ;  biography,  eleven  per  cent ;  reference 
books,  one  per  cent ;  fiction,  twenty-four  per  cent ;  juvenile  fiction, 
periodicals,  and  travels,  each  eight  per  cent ;  foreign  languages  and 
poetry,  each  three  per  cent ;  theology,  two  per  cent ;  social  science 
and  natural  science,  each  five  per  cent ;  language  and  literature, 
six  per  cent ;  history,  nine  per  cent. 

In  Aptil  the  Book  Committee  subscribed  for  the  following  ad¬ 
ditional  magazines  for  the  circulating  department:  The  “Cos-, 
mopolitan,”  “  New  England  Magazine,”  “Outing,”  “  Scribner’s,” 
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and  extra  copies  of  the  “  Century  ”  and  “Harper’s  ”  magazines. 
This  has  been  so  much  appreciated  by  many  borrowers  that  more 
magazines  will  be  added  for  the  coming  year. 

The  experiment  of  placing  on  the  counter  an  open  bookcase 
filled  with  interesting  books  of  history,  travel,  etc.,  which  persons 
may  examine  at  their  leisure,  has  proved  successful,  and  no  loss 
or  injury  to  the  books  has  resulted  from  granting  this  privilege. 

In  view  of  the  constantly  increasing  use  of  the  reference  books, 
which  are  easily  accessible  in  the  reading-room,  it  is  desirable  to 
encourage  the  growing  demand  by  making  frequent  additions  to 
this  department. 

The  work  of  the  library  in  connection  with  the  schools  promises 
beneficent  results,  and  a  considerable  number  of  books  is  pur¬ 
chased  each  year  with  special  reference  to  this  use.  Some  of  the 
teachers  show  their  interest  in  this  work  not  only  by  making  good 
use  of  their  special  cards,  but  also  by  selecting  books  for  their 
pupils  to  borrow  on  their  own  cards.  The  universal  adoption  b}T 
the  teachers  of  this  practice  would  render  the  library  more  useful 
in  forming  tastes  for  helpful  literature  among  the  }rounger  portion 
of  the  readers. 

Besides  the  reports  and  public  documents,  the  library  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  small  number  of  gifts,  for  which  we  tender  thanks  to  the 
givers.  Mrs.  A.  W.  Clapp  has  presented  a  medallion  of  Mrs. 
Maria  W.  Chapman,  which  has  been  placed  on  one  of  the  cases  in 
the  delivery  room.  The  library  is  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Hon. 
E.  A.  Morse,  M.  C.,  for  the  receipt  since  June  20  of  the  numbers 
of  the  Official  Gazette  of  the  United  States  Patent  Office,  which  are 
to  be  found  on  the  tables  in  the  reading-room.  From  the  same 
source  wre  also  receive,  as  published,  the  Reports  of  the  Eleventh 
Census,  and  the  Congressional  Record. 

In  view  of  the  large  proportion  of  the  annual  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  library,  which  are  necessarily  devoted  to 
other  uses  than  the  purchase  of  new  books,  it  is,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  trustees,  most  desirable  that  an  appropriation  for  its  super¬ 
intendence,  circulation,  and  enlargement,  no  less  liberal  than  that 
of  last  year,  shall  be  granted  for  the  current  year,  and  they  there¬ 
fore  respectfully  recommend  the  appropriation  for  those  uses  of 
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the  like  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  rents  of 
the  library  building  and  one  half  of  the  dog  tax. 

But  we  should  do  injustice  to  our  own  sentiments  of  respect  and 
regard  for  the  memory  of  the  two  members  of  this  Board,  Mr. 
Franklin  D.  Pratt  and  Dr.  Charles  C.  Tower,  who  died  in  May, 
last,  did  we  omit  in  this  report  to  renew  our  expressions  of  sor¬ 
row  for  the  loss  which  we,  as  their  colleagues,  in  common  with  the 
patrons  of  this  library  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  these  intelli¬ 
gent,  efficient,  and  faithful  custodians  of  a  most  important  public 
trust.

A  petition  for  the  extension  of  pipe  in  Washington  Street  from 
Lovell’s  Corner  to  Old  Toll-house  was  thought  favorably  of,  but 
no  action  taken  ;  we  shall  probably  extend  the  pipe  there  the  com¬ 
ing  year  if  the  parties  will  take  the  water.

Mr.  George  J.  Kies  as  superintendent  and  Mr.  George  W. 
Sargent,  as  engineer  at  the  pumping  station,  still  continue  in  our 
service  and  have  performed  the  duties  of  their  office  to  our  satis¬ 
faction  and  have  been  engaged  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  advice  of  our  Board,  the  Town,  at  the  last 
annual  March  meeting,  voted  to  instruct  the  Water  Commission¬ 
ers  to  petition  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  for  authority  of 
the  Town  of  Weymouth  to  issue  additional  town  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  $50,000,  and  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  subject  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  Town,  that  the  Town  may  issue  the  said  $50,000 
of  bonds  subject  to  the  usual  conditions. 

Your  commissioners  held  a  meeting  in  October,  at  Weymouth 
Great  Pond,  and  made  an  examination  of  the  pumping  station 
pond  and  its  surroundings,  and  were  glad  to  see  the  favorable  con¬ 
dition  of  your  property. 

An  appropriation  of  $3,000  is  asked  for  the  purpose  of  making 
such  extensions  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  the  ensuing  year ; 
also  an  appropriation  of  $32,800  from  the  revenue  of  the  works 
to  be  applied  as  follows  :  —

SUPERINTENDENT’S  report. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners :  — 

Gentlemen, —  I  herewith  present  my  eighth  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1893. 

POND. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  water  was  three  feet  be¬ 
low  full  pond  which  was  the  lowest  point  reached  during  the  year. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  small  building  be  built  over  the  flume, 
so  that  the  flow  of  water  could  be  regulated  only  from  within  the 
building. 

PUMPING  STATION  AND  MACHINERY. 

The  window  casings  and  sashes  of  the  Pumping  Station  have 
been  painted  both  inside  and  out.  No  other  repairs  have  been 
needed.  Both  pumps  have  done  the  work  required  of  them  well, 
and  as  far  as  can  be  seen  are  in  first-class  condition.  The  water 
ends  of  both  pumps  have  been  painted  and  varnished. 

Excepting  a  few  new  springs  in  the  water  ends,  no  repairs  have 
been  needed. 

Both  boilers  are  in  good  condition  according  to  the  boiler 
inspector’s  report.  The  blow-off  pipe  leading  from  the  old  boiler 
was  found  to  be  rusted  out  and  has  been  replaced  with  new.  The 
fire  box  of  the  old  boiler  will  need  repairing  soon. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  old  6-inch  drain  pipe  leading  from 
the  hot  well  to  the  surface  of  the  ground,  in  the  rear  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  has  been  replaced  with  6-inch  cast-iron  soil  pipe,  and  I  think 
will  cause  us  no  more  trouble. 

STAND-PIPE. 

Nothing  has  been  done  to  the  stand-pipe  aside  from  the  water 
being  drawn  out  and  the  sides  and  bottom  thoroughly  cleansed,. 
It  will  need  painting  the  coming  year. 
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MAINS. 

We  have  laid  4,034.9  feet  of  main  distribution  pipe  in  the  streets 
and  private  ways  as  shown  b}’  the  table  following  this  report. 
The  total  length  of  main  pipe  now  in  use  is  fifty-two  miles,  3,545 
feet. 

Four  leaks  have  been  repaired  as  follows :  One  in  joint  in 
fourteen-inch  main,  in  meadows  back  of  Adams  Place.  One  in 
twelve-inch  force  main,  just  outside  the  foundation  of  the  pumping 
station,  where  the  pipe  was  broken  off  due  to  the  settling  of  the 
ground.  One  in  coupling  of  two-inch  main  at  Fort  Point  and  one 
in  lead  joint  on  Iron  Hill. 

The  fourteen-inch  suction  pipe  which  supplied  the  pumps  was 
not  large  enough  to  deliver  as  much  water  as  we  were  obliged  to 
pump  during  the  summer,  when  we  were  pumping  for  the  whole 
town  from  5.30  to  8.30  p.  m. 

The  pumps  are  rated  to  run  about  thirty-two  revolutions  per 
minute,  but  during  the  very  digest  weather  we  were  obliged  to  run 
them  as  high  as  forty-six  revolutions  per  minute  in  order  to  meet 
the  demand  for  water  and  give  a  fair  pressure,  which  is  as  fast  as 
it  is  safe  to  run  them,  other  than  for  extreme  fire  purposes.  At 
fort}^-six  revolutions  per  minute  we  were  pifmping  approximately 
3,200  gallons  of  water  per  minute.  In  order  to  get  the  water  to 
pump  this  amount  it  was  necessary  to  enlarge  our  suction  pipe 
from  fourteen-inch  to  eighteen-inch,  which  is  the  same  size  as  our 
main  leading  from  the  pond  to  the  Pumping  Station.  After  this 
change,  we  found  that  our  pumps  worked  much  better,  and  we  had 
no  difficulty  in  getting  plenty  of  water. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  hydrants  have  all  been  painted,  also  thoroughly  cleaned, 
newly  packed,  and  oiled. 

Three  hydrants  have  been  repaired,  one  on  High  Street  where 
the  drip  was  filled  up  with  rust,  so  that  it  would  not  waste  the 
water  out  of  the  post  after  closing,  one  at  the  corner  of  Tremont 
and  Commercial  Streets,  bent  rod  and  spindle,  and  one  at  the 
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corner  of  Broad  and  Phillips  Streets,  stand-pipe  four  inches  too 
short,  which  was  the  error  of  the  manufacturers  in  sending  dupli¬ 
cate  parts. 

GATES  AND  GATE  BOXES. 

The  gates  are  all  in  good  working  order ;  one  new  spindle  has 
been  put  into  the  twelve-inch  gate  at  the  stand-pipe  and  one  four- 
inch  bent  spindle  has  been  straightened  in  the  blow-off  between  the 
Pumping  Station  and  Randolph  Street.  No  other  repairs  have 
been  needed. 

Twenty-nine  decayed  wooden  boxes  have  been  replaced  with 
cast-iron  boxes  this  year. 


SERVICE  PIPES. 

Seven  leaks  have  been  repaired  in  the  service  pipes  during 
the  year ;  five  of  these  were  caused  by  defective  joints,  and  two 
were  in  the  brass  fittings.  We  have  had  but  four  frozen  services 
this  year. 

Eighty-five  new  service  pipes  have  been  laid,  and  sixteen  old 
service  pipes  have  been  relaid  this  year  as  follows :  —

To  the  Weymouth  Water  Board : 

Gentlemen,  —  I  respectfulty  submit  the  following  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1893  :  — 

Both  pumps  are  in  good  condition. 

Seventeeen  springs  have  been  replaced  in  the  Deane  pump. 

The  Deane  boiler  has  been  newly  bricked  in  front. 

The  piping  to  the  blow-off  of  the  Blake  boiler,  which  was  found 
by  the  boiler  inspector  to  be  very  weak,  has  been  renewed. 

I  have  replaced  one  valve  in  feed  pump. 

Have  let  on  the  high  service  for  fire  purposes,  fifteen  times  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  on  the  following  dates  :  March  22  and  24,  April  3  and 
19,  May  12,  July  8,  27,  and  31,  Sept.  8,  10,  and  28,  and  Oct.  2, 
16,  17,  and  18,  and  have  pumped  for  two  fires,  July  4  and  Dec.  22.

missioners  to  report.  To  develop  the  Webb  Park,  which  is  so 
finety  located,  an  appropriation  of  money  is  needed.  The  North 
Weymouth  Park  has  received  its  usual  care  and  supervision  from 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board.  With  reference  to  the  procuring  of  a 
site  for  the  monument  spoken  of  above,  we  would  say  that  the 
Commissioners  met  Mr.  Adams  upon  Weymouth  Great  Hill  with  a 
view  to  considering  its  adaptation  for  the  purpose. 

Commanding  one  of  the  most  beautiful  land  and  water  views  in 
the  world,  its  conspicuous  elevation  and  convenient  location  make 
this  spot  well  worthy  of  being  preserved  for  the  use  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Weymouth  and  such  visitors  as  may  be  attracted  to  our 
• 

town  by  its  unsurpassed  views  and  its  historical  associations. 
The  city  of  Quine}’  has  already  secured  for  its  inhabitants  one  or 
more  of  the  lofty  elevations  within  its  limits,  while  the  Metropolitan 
Park  Commission  has  taken  about  four  thousand  acres  on  and 
about  the  top  of  the  Blue  Hill  range  which  approaches  the  nearest 
to  a  mountain  range  of  any  of  the  elevations  in  Eastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Mr.  Adams  expressed  himself  as  entirely  satisfied  with  this  site 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  monument,  and  your  Commis¬ 
sioners  were  unanimous  in  approving  this  location,  and  have  taken 
steps  looking  toward  the  securing  of  a  tract  containing  three  hun- 
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dred  and  eight  thousand  and  sixtv-seven  square  feet,  which  includes 
the  top  of  the  hill  and  the  approach  from  Neck  Street. 

We  append  an  approximate  plan  of  the  land  proposed  to  be 
taken,  now  owned  by  James  L.  Bates.

town  ?  ”  I  t 

Voted,  That  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  we  proceed  with  the 
several  articles  of  the  warrant  in  their  regular  order  until  five 
o’clock,  and  at  that  time  all  business  left  untransacted  (except  the 
counting  of  the  ballots)  shall  be  postponed  to  an  adjourned 
meeting. 

Voted,  Not  to  reconsider  the  above  vote.

Woodbury  (by  the  Moderator,  there  being  a  vacancy).  Tellers 
to  check  the  names  on  the  voting  list,  Frank  M.  Drown,  H.

Voted,  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  of  fifteen  persons 
appointed  by  the  town  at  its  last  annual  meeting  to  consider  and 
propose  methods  of  economy  in  the  expenditures  of  the  town,  etc. 

The  report  was  read  by  Judge  James  Humphrey,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  which  was  as  follows  :  — 

The  committee  of  fifteen  citizens,  appointed  by  the  town  at  its 
last  March  meeting  to  investigate  the  system  of  management  of 


s 
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town  affairs,  and  to  consider  the  salaries  paid  to  town  officers,  and 
to  report  any  changes  which  will  result  in  benefit  to  the  town  and 
a  reduction  of  expenses,  respectfull}7  submit  the  following  :  — 

In  entering  upon  this  investigation  your  committee  did  not  expect 
to  find  evidence  of  fraudulent,  or  even  of  lavish,  expenditure  of  the 
funds  of  the  town,  neither  did  they  believe  that  the  town  expected 
this  ;  and  they  wish  distinctly  to  disclaim  any  intention  of  implv- 
ing,by  the  recommendations  herewith  submitted,  any  charge  or  sus¬ 
picion  of  fraud  or  reckless  waste  on  the  part  of  any  officer  of  the 
town.  But  your  committee  did  understand  that  the  town  deemed 
that  the  present  rate  of  taxation  was  so  high  as  to  be  greatly  prej¬ 
udicial  to  its  growth  and  prosperity,  and  that  a  remedy  was  to  be 
sought  by  the  practice,  on  the  part  o£  the  town  and  its  officers,  of 
the  most  careful  economy.  It  is  not  discreditable  to  our  citizens 
that  the}^  desire  Ihe  best  schools,  the  best  wrought  and  lighted 
streets,  the  best  public  buildings,  the  most  capable  and  well-sala¬ 
ried  officers.  But  it  needs  no  argument  to  convince  any  intelligent 
person  that  Weymouth,  with  a  valuation  of  six  hundred  dollars 
to  each  inhabitant,  cannot  safely  measure  its  expenditures  by  the 
scale  used  in  cities  and  towns  whose  ratio  of  valuation  to  popula-  , 
tion  is  from  three  to  five  times  as  large,  and  that  therefore  we  must 
accept  such  quality  in  these  essentials  of  civilization  as  wTe  can  pay 

for  without  impoverishment,  or  otherwise  expect  that  the  fate  of 

✓  *  •  v 
the  private  spendthrift  will  befall  our  ancient  town. 

In  searching  for  some  guide  for  their  action  in  the  attempt  to 
reduce  the  expenses  of  the  town,  it  was  natural  that  your  com¬ 
mittee  should  recur  to  the  financial  history  of  the  recent  past ;  and 
in  comparing  the  expenditures  of  the  last  year,  1892,  with  those  of 
the  year  1882,  we  find  that  the  increase  has  been  very  marked,  both 
in  the  total  sum  raised  and  in  the  expenditures  for  certain  specific 
purposes,  for  example:  The  total  tax  in  1882  being  891,358  and 
the  tax  for  1892  being  8125,723  ;  the  expense  of  schools  in  1882 
(exclusive  of  salary  of  school  committee)  being  830,512,  and  those 
of  1892  being  $42,695  ;  the  average  membership  of  pupils  in  1882 
being  seventy-two  in  excess  of  that  for  the  year  1892,  and  the  ex¬ 
penses  for  town  officers  in  1882  being  84,668  and  in  1892  being 
$8,572. 
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The  committee  are  aware  that  a  part  of  this  increase  has  been 
caused  by  recent  legislation,  but  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee 
this  cause,  taken  in  connection  with  the  very  slow  growth  of  the 
town  in  valuation  and  population,  does  not  justify  such  an  increase 
in  expenditure  ;  and  the}’  propose  the  following  changes  in  respect 
to  the  number  of  members  constituting  the  several  boards  of  town 
officers  with  the  view  of  limiting  the  responsibility  for  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  town  affairs  to  a  smaller  number  of  persons,  and  thus, 

•«** 

if  possible,  inspiring  each  with  the  idea  that  he  is  a  representative 
of  the  whole  and  not  of  a  fraction  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  voting  precincts  numbered 
“  One”  and  “Three,”  respectively,  constitute  award  in  the  town 
to  be  known  as  “  Ward  One  ”  ;  that  precincts  “  Two  ”  and  “  Six  ” 
constitute  a  ward  in  the  town  to  be  known  as  “  Ward  Two,”  and 
that  precincts  “  Four  ”  and  “  Five”  constitute  a  ward  to  be  known 
as  “  Ward  Three.” 

Also  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall,  after  the  present  year, 
consist  of  three  persons,  and  that  the  same  persons  be  elected  as  a 
Board  of  Assessors  and  a  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  that 
each  of  said  boards  shall  consist  of  three  persons  only,  and  that  the 
salary  for  these  three  boards  of  officers  shall  be  three  thousand 
dollars. 

Also  that  the  Board  of  School  Committee  be  reduced  from  six 
members  to  three,  in  the  manner  provided  by  statute,  and  the 
reduction  begin  at  the  next  annual  March  meeting. 

Also  that  the  town  request  said  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Assessors, 
and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  elect  the  town  clerk  to  be  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  their  respective  boards,  and  that  his  salary  as  such  secretary 
be  five  hundred  dollars'. 

Also  that  the  town  direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  establish  an 
office  in  some  convenient  place  and  that  office  hours  be  established 
and  published,  during  which  some  member  or  their  secretary  shall 
be  in  attendance.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth : 

«# 

In  compliance  with  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
School  Committee  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1893,  together 
with  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  supervision  of  our  schools 
since  the  last  report  of  the  School  Committee.  Under  the  direc¬ 
tion  and  guidance  of  our  able  and  efficient  superintendent,  Mr. 
Irving  M.  Norcross,  there  has  been  satisfactory  advancement  over 
preceding  years.  We  are  highly  gratified  at  being  so  well  sup¬ 
ported  in  the  administration  of  our  trust,  and  feel  that  the  high 
rank  that  the  Weymouth  schools  are  taking  in  the  Commonwealth 
is  sufficient  reason  for  your  committee  recommending  that  no 
change  be  made  in  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

REPAIRS. 

There  has  been  a  new  out-building  built  at  the  River  School- 
house,  and  the  blackboards  have  been  repaired.  The  heaters  have 
been  repaired  and  some  small  work  done  at  the  Athens  and  Adams 
school-houses.  At  the  Bickuell  some  inside  painting  has  been 
done  and  the  blackboards  have  been  repaired.  A  new  furnace 
has  been  put  into  the  Washington  building,  the  other  heaters  re¬ 
paired,  and  small  repairs  made  on  the  house.  Excepting  repair¬ 
ing  the  heaters  and  changing  the  seats  there  have  been  small 
repairs  only  required  at  the  Franklin  ami  Jefferson  schools.  The 
Hunt  building  has  been  painted  two  coats  and  nearly  one  hundred 
dollars  expended  in  repairing  and  reinforcing  the  furnaces.  The 
usual  small  annual  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  Lincoln  school- 
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house,  and  new  blackboards  have  been  put  into  a  portion  of  the 
Tufts  building.  At  the  North  High  outsi'de  windows  have  been 
placed  on  the  north  side  and  some  other  small  repairs  made.  A 
few  incidental  repairs  are  all  that  hns  been  required  at  the  Hol¬ 
brook  and  Pratt  houses,  excepting  a  new  floor  in  one  room  in  the 
latter  house.  Both  of  the  Shaw  buildings  have  been  painted  two 
coats  and  a  furnace  has  been  placed  in  the  grammar  building.  At 
the  Bates  school  the  stairs  and  platforms  and  outbuildings  have 
been  repaired.  Owing  to  the  dampness  of  the  cellar  of  this  build¬ 
ing  the  steam  heater  has  been  damaged  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
require  considerable  outla}T.  On  the  South  High,  Thomas,  Pond 
and  Hollis  buddings  very  little  outlay  has  been  made. 

For  five  years  in  succession  the  attention  of  the  Appropriation 
Committee  has  been  callefl  to  the  condition  of  the  heaters  in  the 
Hunt  building  and  they  have  been  repeatedly  urged  to  recommend 
a  sufficient  appropriation  to  allow  the  School  Committee  to  place 
a  new  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  in  the  building.  Your 
attention  has  also  been  called  to  this  subject  year  after  year  in  our 
annual  reports.  At  a  special  town  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
as  it  was  evident  that  a  sufficient  number  of  votes  could  not  be 
obtained  to  authorize  the  committee  to  contract  with  any  one  to 
heat  and  ventilate  the  building,  the  matter  was  not  brought  before 
the  meeting.  We  wish  to  add  lhat  if  something  is  not  done  }^our 
committee  will  feel  obliged  to  close  the  schools  in  this  building  a 
portion  of  the  time  another  winter.  Whatever  changes  are  made 
must  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Inspectors. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  endeavored  to  practice  the  strict¬ 
est  economy  and  have  made  repairs  where  it  was  imperatively 
necessaiy,  but  as  there  have  been  some  unexpected  requirements 
in  this  line  our  bills  are  somewhat  larger  than  was  anticipated  at 
the  commencement  of  the  year.  In  making  our  estimate  for  the 
ensuing  year  you  will  observe  that  the  amount  called  for  is  the 
smallest  sum  that  has  been  asked  for  repairs  for  many  years. 
While  there  is  much  work  that  should  be  done  and  must  shortly  be 
done,  we  believe  that  we  can  get  through  the  next  twelve  months 
with  only  incidental  repairs. 
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KINDERGARTEN  SCHOOLS. 

The  committee  have  long  watched  the  development  of  the  kin¬ 
dergarten  system  with  interest,  and  believe  that  a  beginning  in  this 
earlier  training  of  children  should  now  be  made  in  Weymouth. 

The  claims  for  the  kindergarten  are  that  it  gives  the  child  the 
advantage  of  an  early  awakening  of  the  intellect  and  teaches  him 
to  observe  and  question  for  himself.  It  early  trains  the  young  and 
receptive  mind  to  think  and  acquire  method  in  study.  The  child 
who  is  fortunate  in  being  thus  started  aright  in  a  well  conducted 
kindergarten,  must  surely  have  an  advantage  in  his  later  schooling 
over  the  one  whose  mind  has  lain  comparatively  dormant  during 
the  same  time. 

The  committee  are  anxious  to  add  the  kindergarten  to  our 
school  system  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  and  earnestly  recom¬ 
mend  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  in  the  early  future,  if 
it  shall  seem  inadvisable  to  increase  the  expenses  of  the  town  for 
the  current  year  by  appropriating  money  for  this  object  at  the 
coming  March  meeting. 


MANUAL  TRAINING. 

It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  many  of  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  to 
make  the  schooling  of  their  children  more  practical,  b}r  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  manual  training.  The  committee  agree  with  these  per¬ 
sons,  and  hope  that  ere  long  funds  will  be  obtainable  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  For  a  more  complete  statement  of  the  educational  value  of 
the  kindergarten  and  manual  training,  we  refer  the  citizens  to 
these  subjects  as  presented  in  the  Superintendent’s  report. 


SHORTHAND  AND  TYPEWRITING. 


It  would  seem  that  a  large  town  like  Weymouth  ought  to  be  able 
to  fit  its  young  men  and  women  to  gain  their  living  in  ordinary 
business  vocations.  Typewriting  and  shorthand  are  almost  every¬ 
day  necessities  in  modern  business,  especially  if  one  desires  to  be 
a  clerk  or  bookkeeper. 
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The  committee  feel  that  at  an  early  period  a  course  of  instruc¬ 
tion  in  these  practical  studies  should  be  introduced  into  our  high 
schools. 

ONE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

For  years  Weymouth  has  labored  under  the  disadvantages  of 
supporting  two  high  schools.  The  committee  have  long  realized 
the  detriment  that  this  has  been ,  both  to  the  schools  and  to  the 
various  interests  of  the  town.  It  would  seem  that,  if  this  subject 
were  to  be  considered  solely  with  the  best  good  of  the  town 
and  its  school  children  in  view,  and  entirely  aside  from  any  sec- 
tional  feeling  or  prejudice,  some  plan  might  be  arranged  that 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  several  parts  of  the  town,  for  the  consol¬ 
idation  of  the  North  and  South  High  schools.  Great  advance  in 
economy  and  efficiency  would  be  obtained  by  such  a  step.  The 
teachers  would  have  more  time  to  give  to  special  studies.  The  col¬ 
lege  preparatory  studies  could  be  more  effectively  taught,  and  the 
recommendations  made  elsewhere  in  regard  to  more  practical  stud¬ 
ies,  such  as  typewriting  and  shorthand,  could  be  carried  out  with 
much  less  difficulty  and  expense  than  with  two  schools.  In  every 
way  such  a  step  would  seem  to  be  proper. 

The  school  should  be  located  where  it  would  best  accommodate 
the  greatest  number,  and  the  scholars  living  at  a  distance  should 
have  transportation  furnished. 

It  is  the  belief  of  your  committee  that  such  a  consolidation  of 
our  high  schools  would  be  a  wise  action  for  the  town  to  take,  and 
that  it  would  bring  the  young  men  and  women  of  the  different 
sections  of  the  town  into  such  relations  that  all  feelings  of  sectional 
rivalry  would  pass  away  and  the  graduate  of  our  high  school 
would  take  a  higher  and  nobler  pride  in  his  town.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Weymouth : 

Gentlemen,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  von  the  follow¬ 
ing  statistics  and  statements  as  my  fourth  annual  report  of  this 
department. 

Our  annual  reports,  which  contain  certain  facts  concerning  our 
schools  and  point  out  in  a  small  way  the  line  of  work  they  are 
doing,  appear,  undoubtedly,  to  the  general  reader,  to  vary  but 
little  from  year  to  year.  Asa  rule,  each  new  report  shows  that  no 
radical  changes  in  the  general  management  of  the  schools  have 
occurred  since  the  preceding  one  was  issued  ;  but  an  examination  of 
several  of  these  reports  extending  over  a  series  of  years  discloses 
the  fact  that  forces  have  been  working  constantly  within  the  schools, 
either  to  injure  or  improve  their  condition.  These  changes  were 
introduced  so  gradually  that  they  invited  very  little  comment  or 
attention  at  the  time  they  were  made,  but  the  result  of  the  forces 
is  a  decided  change  from  former  condition.  If,  for  instance, 
the  annual  report  of  thirty  years  ago  were  compared  with  the  pres¬ 
ent  report,  and  the  condition  of  the  schools  for  the  two  periods 
considered,  it  would  be  found  that  very  great  changes  had  taken 
place  in  every  department  of  school  management.  The  school 

i 

buildings  are  in  vastl}”  better  condition  ;  school  books  and  improved 
appliances  are  now  supplied  free  to  the  children  ;  new  branches  of 
study  that  aim  to  train  the  hand  to  assist  in  the  development  of 
the  brain  have  been  introduced  ;  methods  of  instruction  are  em¬ 
ployed  that  are  more  rational  and  more  nearly  in  harmony  with 
the  principles  of  mental  growth  and  development ;  and  last  and 
greatest,  the  teachers  are  required  to  be  better  prepared  for  their 
calling,  both  by  broader  education  and  bv  special  training. 

These  changes  have  been  brought  about  by  the  rapidly  varying 
conditions  of  society,  and  in  response  to  the  demands  of  the  people. 
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The  schools  have  recognized  the  demands,  and  the  result  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  cost  of  educating  the  children.  ,  Some  people 
find  fault  at  this  increased  expenditure,  and  assert  that  the  results 
are  not  commensurate  with  the  increased  cost.  Whether  this 
criticism  is  true  or  not  is  a  most  difficult  thing  to  prove.-  It  is  not 
an  easy  matter  to  measure  anything  so  subtle  as  mind,  or  to  gauge 
correctly  the  mental  and  moral  growth  of  children.  Schools  are 
public  institutions,  and  every  citizen  has  a  right  to  visit  them  and 
examine  classes,  providing  such  examinations  do  not  interfere  with 

the  progress  of  the  pupils.  In  all  schools  in  this  town,  visitors

are  always  welcome,  and  every  opportunity  will  be  given  them 

«  «  *  .  f  *  .  J 

to  test  the  pupils  in  the  studies  they  are  pursuing.  And  if  any 
person  will  furnish  sets  of  examination  questions  in  any  of  the 
branches  taught,  such  questions  will  be  given  to  the  grades  desig¬ 
nated,  and  the  results  of  the  examination  reported. 

No  one  acquainted  with  school  work  or  with  human  nature  would 
expect  all  pupils  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  ;  but  a  large 
proportion  will  do  well.  In  all  grades  the  good  scholar  will  be 
found  with  the  dull  scholar,  just  as  in  any  business,  the  unsuccessful 
man  is  near  the  successful  one.  In  judging  of  the  efficiency  of 
schools,  if  the  same  standard  of  measurement  were  applied  to  them 
that  is  applied  to  other  enterprises,  the  schools  would  not  suffer 
by  the  comparison.  ,  * 

There  has  never  been  a  time  in  their  history  that  the  schools 
have  been  watched  so  care  full}7  by  their  critics,  nor  has  there  been 
a  time  when  they  were  better  able  to  stand  criticism.  Their 
friends  do  not  deny  that  they  contain  weak  points,  but  they  do 
claim  that  they  are  doing  a  useful  an  1  commendable  work,  and 
that  they  are  giving  a  noble  return  to  the  state  and  country  for  tiie 
money  expended  upon  them,  although  that  amount  is  in  excess  of 
what  was  spent  years  ago.  Because  of  new  lines  of  development 
(some  of  which  will  be  spoken  of  in  this  report)  to  meet  the  pres¬ 
ent  conditions  of  society,  they  will  cost  more  in  the  future  than  at 
present.  These  demands  must  be  met  by  the  people,  and  will  be 
met  undoubtedly  with  the  same  liberal  spirit  in  the  future,  as  in 
the  past. 
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Special  reports  from  the  principals  of  the  high  schools  and  the 
Instructor  in  Music,  together  with  other  matters  of  interest  con¬ 
cerning  the  schools  will  he  found  in  the  appendices.

By  examining  the  foregoing  statistics  it  will  be  noticed  that,  on 
May  1,  1693,  our  school  population  was  1,783  which  is  19  in 
excess  ot  the  number  reported  on  May  1,  1892.  The  total  enrol¬ 
ment,  including  evening  schools,  has  increased  to  2,307,  which  is 
the  largest  enrolment  for  one  year  ever  reported.  The  average 

daily  attendance  for  the  same  time  has  increased  36  and  the  aver¬ 
¬ 
age  per  cent  (92.63)  has  reached  the  highest. point  in  the  history 

of  the  schools.  The  number  of  pupils  (116)  not  absent  for  the 
entire  year  is  an  increase  of  15  over  last  year,  of  55  over  1891, 
and  of  70  over  1890.  These  figures  which  represent  certain  facts 
concerning  the  schools  tell  their  own  story.  They  represent  in  a 
large  measure  the  degree  of  interest  that  the  teachers  and  pupils 
take  in  their  school  work. 

In  spite  of  an  unusually  large  amount  of  sickness  (three  schools 
Wv  re  closed  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health),  few  schools  reported 
poor  attendance,  ten  only  less  than  ninety  per  cent,  and  these 
were  nearly  all  in  the  lowest  grades.  It  is  now  no  uncommon 
thing  for  the  upper  grades  to  report  month  after  month  as  high  as 
ninety-nine  per  cent,  and  no  cases  of  tardiness. 

The  following  table  gives  the  highest  and  lowest  records  for  the 
past  year.  It  does  not  represent  the  standing  with  exact  fairness, 
for  large  schools  are  compared  with  small,  and  lower  with  upper 
grades,  but  it  is  near  enough  for  practical  purposes.

CHANGES  OF 

TEACHERS. 

The  past  year  has  brought  an  unusually  large  number  of  changes 
in  our  corps  of  teachers,  especially  in  the  higher  grades.  Among 
those  whose  resignation  the  committee  was  called  upon  to  accept 
were  many  who  had  served  the  town  long  and  faithfully.  Mr. 
Armington’s  first  election  as  a  regular  teacher  dates  from  1870. 
Mr.  Downs,  with  his  worthy  assistant,  Miss  Smith,  had  had  charge 
of  the  South  High  since  1886.  Misses  Gardner,  Jennie  Holbrook, 
and  Fannie  Hawes  had  taught  in  town  since  1887 ;  and  Mr. 
Kelley  had  been  principal  of  the  Athens  School  for  six  years. 

.Notwithstanding  these  numerous  changes  and  the  los  of  so 
many,  faithful  teachers,  our  schools  have  not  suffered  materially. 
They  are  now  in  excellent  condition,  and  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  will  present  on  the  whole  the  best  record  of  improvement  for 
years.

EVENING 

SCHOOLS. 

• 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  Ward  2  evening 
school  for  fall  and  winter  of  1893,  was  forty-two.  The  largest 
number  present  any  evening  was  thirty-two.  The  average  per 
cent  of  attendance  for  the  months  of  October  and  November  was 
about  sixty.  In  December,  the  number  decreased  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  school  was  closed  before  Christmas. 

By  examining  the  registers  of  this  school  for  the  past  three 
years,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  a  few  persons  who  wish  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  an  evening  school,  and  who 
attend  with  a  good  degree  of  regularity.  In  addition  to  these, 
there  are  tliose  who  attend  the  school  occasionally,  simply  because 
it  presents  an  opportunity  to  spend  an  evening  when  they  have  no 
more  interesting  place  in  mind.  This  latter  number  compels  the 
employment  of  extra  teachers,  and  on  account  of  irregular  atten¬ 
dance  receive  no  adequate  value  for  the  added  expense.  In  order 
that  the  Town  may  receive  a  reasonable  return  for  the  money  ex¬ 
pended  upon  these  schools,  I  recommend  that  the  following  plan 
be  adopted  in  the  future :  That  every  applicant  for  admission  to 
the  evening  schools  be  required  to  make  a  small  money  deposit  as 
a  guarantee  of  his  intention  to  attend  regularly.  The  deposit 
should  be  held  in  charge  by  the  evening  school  committee  and,  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  returned  to  each  depositor  who  had  fulfilled 
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his  part  of  the  agreement.  This  plan  would  bar  no  one  from 
the  school,  who  desired  to  avail  himself  of  its  advantages,  but

would  shut  out  those  who  enter  the  school  merely  as  a  pastime, 
and  give  the  Town  a  reasonable  return  for  the  money  expended. 
This  is  not  a  new  scheme,  but  one  followed  in  several  places 
with  satisfactory  results.

Our  truant  officers  have  generally  been  prompt  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  still  this  report  for  the  past  }7ear  shows  the  usual 
unsatisfactory  results.  No  special  gain  has  been  made  in  dealing 
with  this  matter,  and  we  continue  to  have  a  larger  number  of 
truants  than  the  conditions  of  our  population  warrant. 

We  now  have  no  pupils  in  the  truant  school  and  no  prosecutions- 
have  been  made  since  our  last  report.  This  lack  of  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  truant  law,  in  a  measure,  accounts  for  the  present 
increase  in  the  cases  of  truancy.  I  fulty  believe  that  we  shall 
meet  with  no  great  success  in  handling  this  question  until  school 
committees  and  trial  justices  are  more  willing  to  occasionally  send 
the  incorrigible  pupil  to  the  truant  school.  One  example  is  more 
effective  than  many  plans  devised  by  superintendent  and  truant 
officers.  As  suggested  in  my  last  report,  in  dealing  with  this  class 
of  pupils,  we  should  discard  false  sentiment  and  look  to  the  welfare 
of  the  individuals  and  the  good  of  the  schools.

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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

For  the  benefit  of  our  townspeople  who  are  too  bus}’  to  visit  our 
schools,  yet  who  wish  to  keep  informed  upon  the  methods  of  in¬ 
struction  pursued  therein,  I  have  thought  best  to  give  in  this  report 
a  brief  description  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do. 

First,  as  to  our  general  plan,  we  endeavor  to  secure  as  good 
attendance  as  possible,  by  making  the  work  sufficiently  interesting 
to  draw  the  pupils  to  the  school.  We  are  careful  about  the  ven¬ 
tilation  and  temperature  of  the  schoolrooms,  and  by  correct  physi¬ 
cal  exercises,  strive  to  promote  the  health  of  the  children.  We 
strive  to  place  each  pupil  in  the  grade  best  suited  to  his  abilities. 
We  govern  our  schools  with  firmness,  yet  with  cheerfulness,  and 
thus  strive  to  develop  manly  qualities  in  the  pupils.  Knowing  that 
mental  power  is  a  higher  result  than  knowledge  we  aim  to  teach  so 
as  to  increase  the  power  of  the  mind,  rather  than  simply  to  give 
knowledge.  By  example  and  precept,  in  season  and  out  of  season, 
we  strive  to  give  to  our  pupils  a  correct  idea  of  life  and  its  respon¬ 
sibilities,  and  to  teach  them  that  “A  good  name  is  rather  to  be 
chosen  than  great  riches.” 

READING. 

In  reading  we  begin  with  the  “sentence”  or  “  thought  method” 
so  called.  The  principal  advantages  of  this  method  over  others 
are  that  it  is  more  interesting  and  natural.  The  little  child  first 
becomes  interested  in  the  toys  furnished  for  the  lowest  grades,  and 
is  led  to  talk  freely  with  the  teacher.  Then  his  simple  sentences 
are  written  on  the  blackboard  for  him  to  read  and  the  task  of 
reading  is  begun.  In  a  few  months  the  child  has  learned  to  rec¬ 
ognize  and  name  from  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  selected 
words  and  is  ready  to  begin  reading  from  a  book.  In  this  short 
time  he  has  not  only  learned  to  read  the  little  sentences  but  has 
learned  in  most  cases  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  (not  to  repeat  in 
order),  and  can  spell  many  of  the  words  that  he  has  used. 

In  the  lowest  grades  we  divide  the  classes  into  groups  of  from 
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ten  to  fifteen  pupils  in  order  to  advance  them  more  rapidly  by 
varying  the  instruction  to  suit  the  necessities  of  those  who  need 
special  attention.  three  out  of  four  of  the  groups  advance 
rapidly,  but  the  poorest  division  will  develop  more  slowly,  although 
more  attention  is  given  to  it  than  to  any  one  of  the  other  divisions. 
We  expect,  and  usually  get  excellent  reading  from  the  best  divi¬ 
sions,  but  it  seems  to  be  practically  impossible  for  all  pupils  to 
become  good  oral  readers,  as  is  illustrated  in  the  lowest  division. 
From  the  sixth  to  the  ninth  grades  inclusive,  the  classes  are 
divided  into  two  sections.  This  plan  which  is  also  adopted  in  all 
studies  gives  the  pupils  ample  opportunity  to  prepare  for  their 
recitations,  and  gives  the  teacher  a  chance  to  do  much  more  satis¬ 
factory  individual  work.  It  must  be  acknowledged  that  the 
results  in  oral  reading  in  these  grades  are  not  so  satisfactory  as  in 
the  lower  grades.  The  reason  for  this  is  largely  a  lack  of  enthu¬ 
siasm  and  effort  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Teachers 
frequently  do  not  prepare  themselves  thoroughly  for  the  reading 
lesson  and  do  not  require  the  best  efforts  from  the  pupils.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  pupils  feeling  that  they  are  not  required  to  make 
as  thorough  preparation  in  this  study  as  in  some  others  give  extra 
time  to  studies  that  seem  to  them  to  be  more  important  in  the  eyes 
of  the  teacher.  Poor  instruction  in  reading  in  any  grade  not  only 
undoes  much  of  the  good  work  accomplished  in  previous  grades, 
but  hampers  in  a  large  degree  the  work  of  advanced  grades.  The 
aim  is  to  have  no  poor  teaching,  but  in  honesty  it  must  be  con¬ 
fessed  that  that  kind  of  teaching  has  not  all  passed  away.  While 
criticising  unfavorably  the  reading  in  our  higher  grades  I  wish  to 
say  that  it  will  compare  very  favorably  with  the  same  grades  in 
other  places. 

In  addition  to  teaching  the  children  how  to  read  we  have  well- 
developed  plans  for  teaching  them  what  to  read.  We  endeavor  to 
interest  them  in  good  and  healthful  books,  believing  that  if  they 
acquire  the  habit  of  reading  the  best  of  literature  it  will  become  a 
source  of  enjoyment  and  profit  to  them  through  life.  The  in¬ 
creased  number  of  magazines  and  other  periodicals  provided  by 
pupils  and  teachers  for  the  reference  tables  shows  that  we  are 
meeting  with  considerable  success  in  this  direction. 
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Assisted  by  the  librarian  and  some  of  the  teachers,  I  have  pre¬ 
pared  a  list  of  books  found  in  Tufts  Library  bearing  upon  history , 
geography,  and  literature,  and  adapted  to  the  use  of  school 
children.  The  list  will  be  found  in  the  appendix  of  this  report. 

I  intend  to  increase  this  list  year  by  year  until  it  is  quite  com¬ 
plete,  and  shall  then  ask  to  have  it  printed  in  full  for  the  benefit 
and  use  of  the  children  of  the  town. 


HISTORY. 

This  subject  had  for  years  been  taught  only  in  the  two  highest 
grammar  grades,  but  as  a  large  number  of  pupils  leave  school 
before  they  reach  these  grades,  it  was  introduced,  two  years  ago, 
into  the  lower  grades  for  the  benefit  of  such  pupils.  Now,  we 
begin  history  by  story  telling  in  the  lowest  grades,  and  continue 
the  study  in  some  of  its  phases  through  all  the  grades  to  the  High 
School.  It  is  taught  largely  in  connection  with  reading  and  lan¬ 
guage  in  the  lower  grades,  and  instead  of  adding  extra  work  makes 
the  instruction  in  other  topics  more  interesting  and  valuable.  A 
large  number  of  the  pupils  get  some  idea  of  the  events  studied  and 
have  a  little  understanding  of  the  relation  of  those  events. 

If  Eggleston’s  First  Book,  or  some  other  good  elementary  his- 
tor}^,  were  furnished  the  pupils  of  Grade  VI.,  and  Higginson’s  or 
some  other  easy  history  were  furnished  the  pupils  of  Grade  VII., 
our  course  of  instruction  in  history  would  be  well  supplemented  by 
text  books. 


GEOGRAPHY. 

By  examining  our  course  of  study,  printed  in  full  in  the  1891 
report,  it  will  be  seen  that  all  merely  mechanical  memorizing,  or 
the  useless  learning  of  the  names  of  hundreds  of  islands,  capes, 
bays,  and  cities,  which  are  of  no  value  whatever,  have  been  elimi¬ 
nated  from  our  schools.  We  have  also  discarded  the  more  recent 
practice  of  learning  from  note  books  the  mere  disconnected  facts 
about  countries  and  places.  Our  aim  now  is  not  so  much  to  have 
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a  glib  and  showy  recitation  in  geography  as  to  encourage  thought 
ful  and  interesting  study  of  the  world  and  its  peoples. 

In  the  lowest  grades  the  pupils  are  taught  the  relative  positions 
of  objects,  the  cardinal  points  of  the  compass,  and  how  to  repre¬ 
sent  with  the  crayon  and  pencil  the  schoolroom  and  the  playground. 
In  the  third  and  fourth  grades  they  are  taught  to  observe  hills,  val¬ 
leys,  and  the  drainage  about  the  schoolhouse.  They  see  how  the 
water  collects  into  little  streams,  and  bv  flowing  together  makes 
larger  streams,  and  how  the  loose  soil  is  washed  by  the  streams 
from  higher  to  lower  levels.  They  find  little  islands,  capes,  penin¬ 
sulas,  mountains,  in  short,  the  corresponding  parts  of  every 
important  feature  of  the  make-up  of  the  globe.  After  this  obser¬ 
vation  has  been  thoroughly  done,  by  means  of  sand  and  the  mould¬ 
ing  board,  the  pupils  model  the  relief  of  the  continents,  and  thus 
become  familiar  with  the  mountain  systems,  valleys,  and  drainage 
of  each.  In  this  way  we  aim  to  lead  the  pupils  to  see  that  plant 
and  animal  life  are  mainly  determined  by  latitude  and  relief  of  a 
country.  Progressive  map-drawing  is  pursued  not  as  a  fine  art 
but  as  a  means  of  assisting  the  pupils  in  forming  correct  ideas  of 
the  component  parts  of  the  globe  and  its  life. 

In  the  higher  grades,  the  stud}'  of  mathematical,’ physical,  in¬ 
dustrial,  and  commercial  geography  is  taken  up  and  made  interest¬ 
ing  by  the  use  of  illustrations, geographical  readers,  and  collections. 
The  distribution  and  uses  of  important  products  are  discussed. 
Foreign  commerce  and  the  means  of  carrying  it  on  ;  the  principal 
exports  and  imports,  and  the  countries  to  which  they  are  sent  and 
from  which  they  are  brought ;  the  leading  thoroughfares  of  the 
United  States  and  the  principal  lines  of  commerce  of  the  world ; 
where  commerce  goes  and  where  it  does  not  go,  and  why ;  by  the 
discussion  of  these  and  similar  topics  geography  becomes  interest¬ 
ing  and  instructive  to  the  pupils  because  it  appeals  to  their  im¬ 
agination  and  reasoning  faculties. 


LANGUAGE. 

The  first  year  in  school  we  begin  to  teach  the  pupils  to  express 
their  thoughts  in  complete  sentences,  and  to  speak  correctly.  Very 
little  is  attempted  in  written  work  this  year,  but  in  subsequent 
years  the  written  work  has  a  large  place  in  our  daily  program. 

By  means  of  pictures,  stories,  lessons  in  geography,  in  history, 
and  in  nature  study,  the  pupils  are  given  food  for  thought,  and  as 
a  part  of  language  work  are  taught  to  express  those  thoughts  cor¬ 
rectly.  Every  recitation  is,  so  far  as  possible,  a  language  lesson, 
or,  in  other  words, u  thought  studies”  are  used  as  a  means  of  teach¬ 
ing  “language  studies.”  In  this  way  we  are  able  to  introduce 
more  new  subjects  into  the  schools  which,  instead  of  adding  work, 
actually  furnish  material  for  better  work  in  language  studies. 

In  the  advanced  grades  we  have  not  wholly  discarded  the  Old 
Education,  for  we  do  teach  some  technical  grammar,  but  not  for  the 
sake  of  the  technicality.  We  study  it  as  an  indirect  help  in  learn¬ 
ing  to  speak  and  write  correctly.  It  enables  pupils  to  detect  errors 
in  spoken  and  written  language,  that  might  otherwise  remain  un¬ 
noticed. 

The  illustrated  language  work  now  done  in  some  of  our  grammar 
grades  would  a  few  years  ago  have  been  considered  excellent  in 
high  school  work. 

ARITHMETIC. 

We  have  spent  much  time  during  the  past  three  years  trying  to 
find  the  methods  in  arithmetic  best  adapted  to  our  schools,  and 
believe  that  we  have  made  some  progress,  but  cannot  say  that  we 
are  fully  satisfied  with  the  results.  Mechanical  memorizing  has 
been  discouraged,  and  by  creating  a  livelier  interest  in  the  subject 
the  thinking  powers  of  the  pupils  have  been  developed.  The 
pupils  are  slowly  gaining  in  ability7  to  analyze  and  discover  the 
conditions  of  a  problem  for  themselves. 

In  the  lowest  grades  the  pupils  are  made  familiar  by  the  use  of 
objects  with  whole  numbers,  the  elements  of  fractions  and  the 
elements  of  denominate  numbers.  For  developing  these  ideas  our 
primary  schools  are  provided  with  foot-rule,  yard-stick,  pint,  quart, 
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peck,  gallon,  sand  for  measuring,  etc.  By  these  aids  the  pupils 
seem  to  grasp  the  conditions  of  problems  more  readily  and  solve 
them  with  greater  facility  than  formerly.  Problems  that  serve 
only  as  puzzles  are  discarded  altogether,  or  used  simply  for  mental 
gymnastics. 

Written  work  still  absorbs  the  greater  part  of  the  arithmetic 
period,  and  I  believe  more  of  the  time  than  it  should.  It  is  easier 
to  give  slate  work  and  mark  the  results  either  right  or  wrong 
than  it  is  to  give  spirited  blackboard  exercises ;  therefore  too  many 
teachers  have  fallen  into  the  former  way  of  teaching  this  subject. 
It  is  true,  however,  that  we  have  everyT  year  less  of  this  kind  of 
teaching  and  more  of  the  better  quality.  Many  teachers  are 
becoming  familiar  with  business  life  and  practices,  and  are  able  to 
give  problems  without  the  aid  of  hooks  or  notes,  problems  suited 
to  the  needs  of  the  pupils  and  having  the  supreme  interest  of  real 
transactions. 

We  aim  to  have  our  pupils  master  fractions  and  perform  the 
mechanical  processes  in  number  with  accuracy-  and  rapidity.  In 
the  advanced  grades  a  thorough  study  is  made  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  topics,  comprising  those  of  practical  value.  The  metric- 
system,  complicated  problems  in  equation  of  payments,  compound 
proportion,  and  kindred  subjects  are  left  out  of  the  course. 

WRITING. 

Three  years  ago  we  began  to  use  copybooks  in  our  instruction 
in  writing.  Before  that  time  the  instruction  in  this  subject  seemed 
to  be  fragmentary,  disconnected,  and  without  system.  Good  work 
was  done  in  some  grades  only  to  be  undone  in  the  following  grades. 
As  no  connected  record  of  the  work  was  kept,  no  opportunity  tor 
extended  comparison  was  given.  By  the  use  of  the  copybook,  we 
are  able  to  compare  the  past  efforts  of  the  pupils  with  the  present 
at  any  time  during  the  year.  The  copybook  also  ensures  the 
same  system  throughout  the  course.  The  blackboard  anil  prac- 
tice  paper  are  still  in  constant  use  and  form  a  part  oi  the  system¬ 
atic  training  in  writing. 

As  stated  in  a  former  report  the  unnatural  finger  movement  has 
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given  place  to  the  natural  muscular  movement.  Our  aim  is  to 
give  a  thorough  training  to  the  hand  and  arm,  to  gain  facility  in 
forming  letters,  and  to  acquire  a  free  and  legible  hand-writing. 

Pen  and  ink  are  now  used  in  the  third  year  of  school  with  satis¬ 
factory  results. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Under  the  head  of  nature  study  we  begin  to  give  instruction  in 
physiology  in  the  lowest  grades  and  continue  throughout  the  gram¬ 
mar  course.  In  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  one  half  year  is  given 
to  it  as  a  regular  study.  We  not  only  comply  with  the  temper¬ 
ance  law  in  teaching  this  subject,  but  aim  to  make  our  instruction 
interesting  and  profitable  to  the  pupils,  teaching  them  that  one  of 
our  most  important  duties  is  the  proper  care  of  the  house  w^ 
live  in. 

Much  more  time  is  given  to  hygienic  physiology  than  to  the 
anatomical  structure  of  the  bod v. 

MUSIC.  ' 

As  a  special  report  from  the  music  teacher  is  printed  in  the 
appendix,  I  shall  not  speak  of  this  subject  in  detail. 

Considerable  enthusiasm  is  being  put  into  the  study  of  music 
and  in  most  cases  commendable  progress  is  being  made.  The 
teachers  are  less  dependent  upon  the  directions  of  the  supervisor 
of  music  than  formerly,  and  for  this  reason  are  able  to  present  the 
subject  to  the  pupils  in  a  more  interesting  manner. 

/ 

SPELLING. 

In  the  lower  grades  the  words  for  spelling  are  largely  those 
taken  from  the  reading  lesson,  and  those  used  in  ever}’  day  con¬ 
versation  with  the  pupils.  In  grades  above  the  third  the  pupils 
write  their  spelling  words  usually,  but  spell  orally  frequently. 
They  use  the  words  in  original  sentences  to  show  that  they  under¬ 
stand  the  meaning.  The  more  difficult  words  they  write  in  blank 
books  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  use  these  books  as  their 
review  spelling  books. 
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In  the  higher  grades  diacritical  marks  are  carefully  studied, 
and  special  attention  given  to  oft-recurring  simple  words  such  as 
their,  which,  there,  where,  etc. 

DRAWING. 

We  are  growing  more  and  more  to  see  the  vital  importance  of 
this  subject  as  a  means  of  expression.  It  is  now  taught  for  its 
educational  value  and  not  for  the  the  excellence  of  its  results  on 
paper.  The  book  and  model  forms  simpty  furnish  the  ideas,  and 
the  applications  are  made  in  nearly  all  the  other  studies.  It  is 
used  from  the  primary  grades  through  the  high  school  as  a  means 
of  mental  training,  and  as  a  valuable  assistance  in  acquiring 
knowledge  in  other  branches. 

In  arithmetic  in  the  lowest  grades  the  little  problems  about 
baskets,  money,  oranges,  and  horses  are  all  pictured  and  thus 
made  as  easy  as  by  the  use  of  objects.  In  the  advanced  grades 
hardly  a  problem  is  solved  that  is  not  illustrated  by  a  drawing. 
The  haud  and  the  eye  are  both  brought  to  the  assistance  of  the 
brain  in  its  attempts  to  form  mathematical  concepts. 

In  language,  also,  drawing  plays  a  prominent  part.  The  chil¬ 
dren  writing  stories  frequently  draw  their  own  pictures  and  are 
delighted  to  do  so.  The  pictures  drawn  by  the  pupils  give  addi¬ 
tional  interest  to  the  story  and  in  many  cases  show  excellent 
ability. 

NATURE  STUDY. 

This  subject  under  the  name  given  herewith  or  under  such  names 
as  observation  lessons,  or  elementary  science,  is  practically  a  new 
comer  into  courses  of  instruction.  But,  although  new  in  this  sense, 
it  is,  nevertheless,  as  old  as  intelligent  and  thoughtful  teach¬ 
ing.  The  best  teachers  taught  by  its  aid,  long  before  educators 
thought  of  incorporating  such  a  subject  into  a  course  of  study.  Its 
object  is  to  develop  in  pupils  their  powers  ot  observation  ;  to  open 
their  eves  to  the  thousands  ot  interesting  things  that  aie  constantly 
presenting  themselves.  As  yet  we  cannot  claim  to  ha^  e  accom¬ 
plished  great  things  in  this  direction,  but  we  have  given  it  our 
attention  and  have  noticed  gratifying  results  in  rooms  where  the 
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teachers  have  taken  a  lively  interest  in  the  subject.  The  pupils’ 
powers  of  observation  and  discrimination  have  been  quickened, 
and  they  have  advanced  more  rapidly  in  other  studies  because  of 
their  training  in  this.  Like  history,  it  does  not  encroach  upon 
the  time  needed  for  other  studies,  but  rather  provides  material  for 
use  in  those  studies. 

The  collections  of  specimens  of  plants,  fruits,  grains,  rocks, 
metals,  gums,  spices,  woods,  etc.,  that  have  been  supplied  to  the 
several  schools  by  teachers  and  pupils,  show,  in  a  measure,  the 
degree  of  interest  taken  in  the  subject.  The  amount  of  knowledge 
of  plants,  grasses,  trees,  grains,  and  flowers,  displayed  by  some 
of  the  younger  scholars,  would  put  to  shame  many  grown-up 
people. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

As  quite  complete  reports  of  the  high  schools  have  been  submit¬ 
ted  by  the  principals  and  are  to  be  printed  herewith,  it  will  not  be 
necessary  for  me  to  speak  of  the  work  of  these  schools  in  detail. 

The  enrolment  at  the  high  schools  continues  large  in  comparison 
with  the  school  population  of  the  town.  Very  few  places,  small 
or  large,  can  show  as  good  results  in  attendance  in  the  highest 
grades.  They  also  maintain  an  excellent  literary  standing  as  the 
records  of  the  recent  graduates  will  show.  The  classes  of  ’93  are 
represented  in  Harvard,  Tufts,  Framingham  Normal,  in  commercial 
schools,  and  in  schools  of  art  and  music.  Our  representatives  in 
these  higher  institutions,  almost  without  exception,  take  excellent 
rank  in  their  advanced  studies,  and  reflect  credit  upon  the  schools 
of  the  town. 

At  the  South  High,  with  two  teachers,  the  pupils  are  working  at 
a  decided  disadvantage,  as  the  instruction  they  receive  from  the 
teachers  is  about  two  thirds  that  of  the  pupils  of  the  North  High. 
This  inequality  does  not  effect  the  bright  pupils  who  will  succeed 
under  any  circumstances,  but  is  unjust  to  those  pupils,  naturally 
dull,  who  require  a  large  amount  of  assistance  from  teachers. 
This  dearth  of  instructors  is  also  a  great  disadvantage  in  another 
way.  The  teachers  cannot  prepare  themselves  properly  for  recita¬ 
tions  when  they  have  from  ten  to  twelve  topics  to  teach  daily. 
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The  idea  that  a  school  of  sixty  pupils  requires  only  one  half  as 
many  teachers  as  a  school  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pupils  with 
the  same  number  of  courses  in  each  schcol,  is  a  false  one.  If  each 
class  is  represented  in  all  the  courses,  the  work  required  by7  the 
teaching  force  is  nearly  as  great  with  sixty  pupils  as  with  twice 
that  number.  The  work  of  the  teachers  is  not  measured  so  much 
by  the  number  in  the  classes  as  by  the  number  of  classes.  In  view 
of  these  facts  it  seems  to  me'  that,  in  justice  to  the  high  school 
pupils  of  wards  4  and  5,  another  assistant  should  be  employed  in 
the  South  High  school  at  once. 

NEW  SUBJECTS. 

It  has  not  been  my  policy,  in  the  management  of  the  schools  of 
Weymouth,  to  continually  keep  harassing  the  teachers  and  pupils 
by  the  introduction  of  new  subjects,  in  order  to  speculate  upon  the 
results.  Nevertheless,  I  recognize  the  fact,  that  a  course  of  in¬ 
struction  cannot  remain  unchanged  for  any  great  length  of  time 
and  continue  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  an  ever-advancing  civiliza¬ 
tion.  New  subjects  must  be  introduced  whenever  they  are  found 
to  be  necessary  for  the  best  physical  and  mental  development  of 
the  school  children.  At  the  present  time,  two  subjects,  one  partly 
the  other  wholly  new,  are  demanding  admission  into  our  course  of 
instruction.  As  I  fully  believe  that  they  are  in  accord  with  the 
best  educational  thought  of  the  day,  and  that  they  will  contribute 
very  largely  to  the  interest  and  value  of  our  public  school  instruc¬ 
tion,  I  shall  speak  of  them  briefly  in  this  connection,  and  recom¬ 
mend  their  introduction  into  our  schools  as  soon  as  practical. 

KINDERGARTEN. 

For  a  number  of  years  n>any  of  the  kindergarten  methods  of  in¬ 
struction  liave  been  in  use  in  our  primary  schools.  This  trial  of 
the  kindergarten  methods  has  fully  convinced  those  who  have 
watched  its  progress  that  it  should  become  an  element  of  our  school 
system.  It  may  safely  be  said  that  the  kindergarten  is  no  longer 
an  experiment.  In  many  places  it  has  been  tried  so  long  and 
proved  so  successful  that  it  has  grown  to  be  a  part  of  the  public 


school  system.  At  the  present  time  few  large  towns  or  cities 
claimin!>:  excellent  schools  are  without  the  kindergarten. 

flon.  J.  W.  Dickinson,  ex-Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  in  his  forty-fifth  report,  said  :  — 

“  It  is  known  by  those  who  have  made  the  kindergarten  system  of  in¬ 
struction  an  intelligent  study,  and  have  had  experience  in  the  results 
produced,  that  children  trained  under  its  influence  are  more  readily  con¬ 
trolled,  that  they  are  superior  in  intelligence  to  children  who  enter  the 
elementary  schools  without  previous  training,  that  they  observe  with 
more  accuracy,  that  they  have  a  more  eager  thirst  for  knowledge,  and 
that  they  have  a  much  better  command  of  language.” 

These  statements  are  re-affirmed  in  the  reports  of  nearly  every 
city  where  this  important  addition  to  the  school  system  has  been 
made.  Every  year  gives  added  proof  of  the  value  of  this  training. 

It  is  time  for  Weymouth  to  consider  this  question  in  earnest, 
and  I  trust  that  the  committee  and  the  citizens  will  examine 
into  the  matter  and  that  soon  the  kindergarten  in  its  fullest  sense 
will  become  a  part  of  our  school  system. 

MANUAL  TRAINING. 

This  subject,  which  is  receiving  recognition  in  so  many  places, 
demands  at  this  time  the  careful  consideration  of  the  committee. 
It  is  steadily  making  its  wa}r  into  the  schools  of  the  more  pro¬ 
gressive  cities  and  towns,  and  becoming  a  part  of  the  regular 
school  system.  The  cry  that  the  education  in  the  elementary 
schools  in  the  past  has  been  too  abstract  and  bookish  is  being  an¬ 
swered  by  the  introduction  of  this  new  system  of  school  training. 

The  friends  of  the  movement  claim  that  first  of  all  it  gives  the 
pupil  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body;  that  it  develops  the  percep¬ 
tive  faculties  of  the  child  and  trains  the  hand,  while  it  assists 
in  forming  habits  of  accurac3T  and  perseverance  in  overcoming 
difficulties.  It  also  gives  the  dull  boy  a  chance  to  gain  abstract 
truths  and  mental  development  by  the  assistance  of  his  hands. 

Robert  Seidel,  who  has  written  on  Swiss  Industrial  Education, 
says  : 

“  If  a  child  is  to  be  satisfied  by  instruction  the  most  effective  means  for 
this  purpose,  hand  labor,  is  not  to  be  excluded.” 
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He  also  adds : 

“  From  an  educational  standpoint  it  is  necessary  because  hand  labor 
secures  knowledge  and  understanding,  which  cannot  be  secured  by  mere 
observation,  but  which  for  mental  training  and  for  life  is,  however,  of 
the  highest  importance.” 

M.  Jules  Ferry,  when  French  Minister  of  Public  Instruction, 
in  a  speech  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  a  public  building, 
said  : 

“We  desire  to  ennoble  labor.  We  have  written  this  motto  in  large  let¬ 
ters  on  our  program,  and  we  have  chosen  the  surest,  indeed  the  only 
means  of  securing  the  recognition  of  the  nobility  of  hand  labor,  not  only 
from  those  who  exercise  it  but  also  from  society  as  a  wiiole.  We  have 
introduced  hand  labor  into  the  school  itself.  Believe  me  when  the  plane 
and  file  are  accorded  their  place  of  honor  by  the  side  of  the  compass,  the 
map  and  the  text-book  in  history,  and  when  they  become  the  objects  of 
rational  and  systematic  instruction,  only  then  will  a  great  amount  of 
prejudice  die  out,  and  much  of  the  spirit  of  caste  vanish  away.  Social 
peace  will  find  a  place  on  the  seat  of  the  elementary  school ;  and  harmony 
with  her  beaming  light  will  illumine  the  future  of  the  nation  !  ” 

The  condition  of  the  schools  of  France  to-day  proves  that  the 
words  of  her  statesman  were  something  more  than  a  burst  of  ora¬ 
torical  enthusiasm. 

That  manual  training  is  soon  to  become  an  important  part  of 
public  instruction  in  the  United  States  there  is  no  doubt.  The 
only  questions  now,  are,  what  is  the  best  system,  and  when  in  the 
school  course  shall  it  be  begun?  In  our  schools,  it  seems  to  me, 
that  we  should  begin  with  the  Sloyd  system  in  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  and  gradually  extend  the  course  downward  to  the  stick  lay¬ 
ing,  paper  cutting,  and  clay  modelling  in  the  primary  grades,  and 
upward  to  carpentry,  machine-shop  work,  pattern  making,  and  de¬ 
signing  in  the  high  schools. 

For  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  committee  and  citizens  who 
are  becoming  interested  in  this  subject,  I  will  mention  some  of  the 
special  objects  of  manual  training,  as  taken  from  school  reports  of 
other  places. 

1.  To  develop  the  perceptive  faculties  and  train  the  hand  in 
mechanical  opeiations. 

2.  To  develop  the  inventive  facult}T  of  the  pupil. 
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&.  To  teach  him  from  experience  that  order,  precision,  and  cor¬ 
rectness  are  essential  elements  of  success. 

4.  To  awaken  a  love  of  intelligent  labor  and  to  lead  to  indus¬ 
trious  habits. 

5.  To  render  the  pupil  earnest,  practical,  and  persevering,  so 
that  he  will  not  start  his  life’s  work  on  false  principles,  nor  cherish 
ambitions  that  must  necessarily  lead  to  disappointment. 

6.  To  train  the  judgment  by  exercise  upon  principles,  involv¬ 
ing  mathematical  reasoning  and  accuracy. 

7.  To  cultivate  the  imagination. 

8.  To  neutralize  the  injurious  effects  produced  upon  the  s}Tstem 
by  intellectual  studies  and  by  the  sitting  positions  that  the  child 

must  maintain  during  ordinary  school  lessons. 

» 

CONCLUSION. 

I  wish  to  say  that  in  my  remarks  upon  the  work  done  in  our 
schools,  contrary  to  the  usual  custom  in  such  reports,  I  have  not 
given  it  undue  exaltation.  I  have  tried  to  state  the  case  fairly  and 
to  show  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  that  our  schools  are  accom¬ 
plishing  to  a  very  good  degree  that  for  which  they  were  established, 
and  also  to  show  that  our  teachers  are  in  the  main  earnest,  faith¬ 
ful,  and  praiseworthy. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  committee  for  their  uniform 
consideration  and  encouragement,  and  my  appreciation  to  the 
teachers  for  their  confidence  and  loyalty.

I.  REPORT  OF  INSTRUCTOR  IN  MUSIC. 

To  Mr.  I.  M.  Norcross,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  assumed  the  duties  of  supervisor  of  music  in  the  schools  of  Weymouth  with 
pleasant  anticipations  based  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  excellence  of  the  schools 
in  general,  and  of  the  work  that  had  been  done  in  music  in  particular.  I  have 
found  the  work  interesting  and  enjoyable;  have  endeavored  to  acquaint  myself 
with  the  existing  conditions  and,  with  these  as  a  starting  point,  to  carry  on  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  the  work  so  well  begun. 

My  connection  With  the  schools  has  been  so  brief  that  there  is  little  for  me  to 
report  except  to  mention  the  evident  interest  of  the  pupils  and  the  excellent 
support  that  I  have  received  from  the  teachers.  I  believe  that  there  is  not  a 
teacher  in  the  town  who  is  not  faithfully  and  earnestly  carrying  out  my  ideas  so 
far  as  I  have  made  them  known,  and  I  wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  this 
hearty  and  sympathetic  co-operation.  No  special  teacher  can  succeed  without 
such  assistance. 

It  is  almost  universally  agreed  that  in  the  study  of  music  in  the  public  schools 
the  results  to  be  desired  are:  a  sweet,  pure,  musical  quality  of  tone,  fidelity  to 
pitch,  accuracy  in  reading —  both  in  tune  and  in  time  —  distinct  articulation  and 
enunciation,  and,  so  far  as  is  possible,  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  senti. 
ment  of  the  music  that  is  being  studied.  These  desiderata  may  be  condensed 
into  one  short,  all-inclusive  sentence —  we  must  teach  the  pupils  to  think. 

In  the  lower  grades  much  of  the  work  must  necessarily  be  imitative;  but  as 
pupils  grow  older,  careful,  accurate  thought  is  as  indispensable  in  the  study  of 
music  as  in  the  study  of  arithmetic. 

Along  the  lines  indicated  above  we  have  been  carefully  working.  I  should  be 
greatly  pleased  to  have  the  parents  of  pupils,  and  others  interested,  visit  us  dur¬ 
ing  the  singing  lessons  and  see  what  i&  being  done.

II.  REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  NORTH  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

To  Mr.  I.  M.  Norcross,  Superintendent  oj  Schools : 

Our  high  school  graduated  in  June  of  1893,  nineteen  pupils,  eleven  young 
women  and  six  young  men.  More  than  half  of  the  number  are  pursuing  an  edu¬ 
cation  in  college  and  professional  schools,  being  represented  in  Harvard,  Tufts, 
Framingham  Normal  School,  and  in  music,  art,  and  commercial  schools. 

Our  present  enrolment  is  one  hundred  and  forty-two,  an  increase  of  twelve 
over  last  year.  The  per  cent  taking  the  different  courses  is  about  the  same  as 
last  year.  The  classical  course  has  sixty-two  members,  the  English,  forty-four, 
the  college  preparatory,  thirty-three,  and  special  courses,  three. 

A  report  recently  made  public  by  W.  T.  Harris,  United  States  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Education,  gives  as  the  result  of  a  conference  of  prominent  teachers  of 
English  in  colleges  and  secondary  schools,  the  interesting  opinion,  that  the  best 
results  in  the  teaching  of  English  in  high  schools  cannot  be  secured  without 
the  aid  given  by  the  study  of  some  other  language,  and  that  Latin  and  German 
are  especially  suited  to  this  end. 

If  a  pupil  has  any  thought  of  going  to  college,  he  should  begin  Latin  his  first 
year  in  the  High  School. 

The  class  of  ’94  is  likely  to  graduate  fifteen  members,  not  quite  one-third  of  its 
original  number,  but  still  a  larger  per  cent  of  its  original  membership  than  any 
class  except  one  for  the  past  six  years. 

The  third  class  entered  the  year  with  twenty-two  members.  In  my  report  of 
last  year,  I  said  that  this  class  of  ’96  gave  promise  of  good  “  staying  ”  qualities. 
So  it  has  proved.  It  entered  its  second  year  with  a  loss  of  only  ten  members, 
twenty  per  cent,  which  is  about  half  the  average  loss  of  classes  during  their 
first  year.  I  believe  this  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  they  entered  the  High 
School  with  a  better  preparation  than  preceding  classes.  A  very  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  those  who  drop  out  of  their  classes  do  so  during  the  first  two  years,  largely 
from  inability  to  do  with  ease  high  school  work. 

This  year’s  entering  class  ranks  high  in  industry,  scholarship  and  deportment 
The  average  age  of  all  its  members  is  fifteen  years  and  five  months,  while  that 
of  the  young  men  is  fifteen  years  and  eight  months.  More  young  men  would 
complete  the  High  School  course  could  they  enter  upon  it  at  an  earlier  age 
without  sacrificing  thoroughness  of  preparation. 

Some  pupils  take  the  work  of  the  lower  grades  in  eight  years  or  less,  and  I  am 
sure  more  would  do  so,  did  they  realize  how  practical  it  is,  even  under  the 
present  method  of  annual  promotion.  With  semi-annual  promotion,  as  you 
recommended  in  your  last  report,  it  would  be  still  easier.

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We  have  had  about  the  usual  number  of  visits  from  parents  and  friends  the 
past  year,  but  when  I  see  that  other  schools  of  less  than  half  our  number  have 
had  six  times  as  many  visitors,  I  wonder  whether  parents  are  less  interested  in 
their  children  after  they  reach  the  high  school,  or  whether,  as  I  fear,  the  high 
school  is  less  interesting.  We  mean  to  make  our  public  days,  at  least,  enter¬ 
taining,  and  if  parents  cannot  come  at  other  times,  we  shall  hope  to  see  them 
on  these  occasions.

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III.  REPORT  OF  SOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

To  Mr.  I.  M.  Norcross,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  South 
High  School,  together  with  such  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  it  as  are 
deemed  essential. 

My  duties  as  principal  began  on  the  eleventh  day  of  September. 

The  total  enrolment  for  the  first  day  was  fifty-nine,  since  that  time  we  have 
lost  one  pupil  and  gained  one. 

The  course  of  study  arranged  by  the  committee  is  adapted  for  a  thorough 
preparation  for  any  college  The  great  difficulty  is  in  the  fact  that  those  who 
are  going  to  college  do  not  make  up  their  minds  until  near  the  completion  of 
their  course,  and  then  take  up  the  college  course,  when  too  late,  making  it  nec¬ 
essary,  perhaps,  to  spend  another  year  in  preparing.  As  the  college  course  is 
the  one  in  which  the  pupil  receives  the  greatest  good,  it  would  be  wise  for  all 
those,  who  think  that  there  may  be  a  possibility  of  going  to  some  higher  institu¬ 
tion  of  learning,  to  select  this  course. 

The  chemical  laboratory  has  been  entirely  renovated  since  the  term  opened. 
A  new  metal  top  table  has  been  provided,  with  sectious  for  individual  work.  A 
complete  supply  of  chemicals,  and  apparatus  used  in  performing  the  one  hundred 
experiments  outlined  in  the  manual  have  also  been  furnished.  The  pupil  is 
held  responsible  for  whatever  breakage  may  occur  while  he  is  experimenting. 
In  this  way  he  is  taught  to  be  careful  and  painstaking,  thereby  achieving  far 
better  results  in  the  work  done.  The  interest  taken  in  the  study  of  chemistry 
by  the  pupil  has  been  very  gratifying,  and  I  trust  that  the  physical  laboratory 
will  receive  the  careful  attention  of  the  School  Board,  by  another  year. 

No  school  can  be  successful  and  progressive  if  there  is  irregularity  of  attend¬ 
ance.  Too  many  are  apt  to  remain  away  from  school  on  a  slight  pretext.  This 
unnecessary  absence  should  not  be  permitted  by  the  parent  or  tolerated  by  the 
teacher.  It  not  only  lowers  the  standing  of  th’e  school  but  keeps  the  pupil 
behind  in  his  work. 

I  wish  to  impress  upon  the  parents  that  no  teacher  can  get  the  best  results 
without  their  co  operation  and  sympathy. 

The  per  cent  of  attendance  has  been,  for  the  past  four  months,  above  ninety- 
nine. 

Whatever  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction  is  due  to  the  earnest  en¬ 
deavor  of  the  pupils  as  well  as  the  instructors. 

There  is  also  an  increased  interest  in  the  studies,  and  in  advancing  in  scholar¬ 
ship,  which  naturally  results  in  a  quiet  and  thoughtful  bearing  in  the  school, 
room,  and  in  careful  and  orderly  work. 

As  the  pupil  passes  from  the  studies  of  the  Grammar  School,  for  the  most 
part  elementary,  to  the  scientific  studies  of  the  High  School,  the  language  he 
employs  is  no  longer  confined  to  single  ideas  and  simple  sentences.  The  variety 
of  studies  and  the  general  use  of  logical  definitions  occasions  mental  activity, 
and  results  in  the  development  of  the  intellect.  This  development  is  perhaps 
best  aided  by  such  studies  as  Algebra,  Geometry,  Latin,  Greek,  etc.  Probably 
none  of  these  will  be  used  by  him  after  graduation,  but  the  mental  capacity  and 
the  power  of  reasoning  being  increased  and  enlarged  by  such  studies,  make  him 
better  able  to  enter  upon  the  occupations  of  practical  life. 
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If  the  High  School  graduate  has  faithfully  performed  the  work  during  the 
course,  he  will  have  the  knowledge  and  the  mental  discipline  necessary  for 
whatever  line  of  work  he  may  wish  to  pursue. 

I  find  the  course  of  study,  while  excellent  for  a  school  of  three  or  four  teach¬ 
ers,  makes  it  exceedingly  difficult  for  two  teachers.  The  recitations  are  neces- 
sarily  short  and  the  work  crowded. 

I  have  to  thank  the  committee  and  the  superintendent  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  in  being  willing  to  help  me  in  all  needed  improvements  for  the 
further  advancement  of  the  school. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  country  have  children  had  such  opportunities  for 
acquiring  an  education  as  those  of  to-day. 

“  The  highest  praise  that  can  be  given  a  school  is  that  it  develops  strength  of 
character  in  its  pupils.  This  is  a  product  that  no  examination  will  declare,  that 
no  system  of  marking  will  measure.  It  is  shown'only  by  the  lives  of  its  pupils.”

IV.  REPORT  OF  WARD  IV.  EVENING-  SCHOOL. 

To  Mr.  I.  M.  Norcross,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

As  Principal  of  the  Pratt  Evening  School  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report:  — 

The  school  opened  Oct.  23,  1893,  with  a  membership  of  thirty-five,  and  was 
continued  for  nine  weeks  of  three  two-hour  sessions  each. 

The  greatest  number  present  upon  any  evening  was  twenty-six.  The  average 
attendance  was  eighteen. 
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The  pupils’  ages  ranged  from  sixteen  to  forty-nine,  by  far  the  larger  proportion 
being  under  twenty-five. 

The  course  of  study  included  penmanship,  arithmetic,  language,  geography, 
reading,  spelling,  civil  government  and  the  study  of  commercial  law  and  busi¬ 
ness  forms,  in  all  of  which  work  the  chief  endeavor  was  to  impart  practical 
instruction. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  membership  was  composed  of  young  ladies  and 
gentlemen  who  had  completed  the  entire  day  school  course,  and  who  thus  sought 
to  round  out  their  proficiency  in  the  practical  English  branches,  a  fact  that  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  as  giving  a  character  to  these  schools  that  may  prove  helpful  to 
those  whom  pride  may  have  heretofore  deterred  from  securing  these  advantages. 

The  greatest  difficulty  thus  far  encountered  in  the  evening  school  work  is 
irregularity  of  attendance,  —  an  obstacle  difficult  to  surmount  when  we  consider 
the  inclement  season  during  which  the  sessions  occur,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  most  of  the  pupils  come  to  their  evening  tasks  already  wearied  with  the 
occupations  of  the  day. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  believed  that  by  following  a  few  of  the  hints  suggested  by 
experience,  this  difficulty  can  be  largely  overcome,  and  the  beneficial  results 
from  these  evening  sessions  greatly  enhanced.
